Coroner’s Inquest on 
Death of Hance Cotple, 
Slain by Anderson, Will 
Be Held Today. 


Muncie, Ind., August 16.-—(“~))— 
Several squads of Muncie police and 
members of the sheriff’s force, who 
late today received a‘ “hot tip” that 
George (“Dutch”) Anderson, named 
by Ben Hance in a dying staterhent 
ns the slayer of himself and his wife, 
was in a farm house near Hartford 
City, Indiana, returned to this city 
tenight without Anderson. 

Early tonight, several of the police, 
armed with riot guns, left headquar- 
ters for the farm where Anderson was 
reported to be hiding. Arriving at 
the farm, the officers closed in on 
the place, but found that Anderson, 
who had been sought for escaping 
from the federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta, had evaded them. 

Kun Down Many Tips. 

Throughout the day, officers ran 
down numerous tips and took time to 
collect additional evidence against 
Anderson and Charles (“One Arm’) 
Wolfe, who also was named in Hance’s 
dying statement as a companion of 
Anderson. 

Anderson, a pal of Gerald Chap- 
man, notorious mail robber, gunman 
ard jail breaker, has been sought by 
scores of department of justice agents 
and private detectives ever ,since he 
escaped from Atlanta. 

Chief of Police Randolph announced 
he had obtained the names of addi- 
tional witnesses to the Hance mur- 
ders and they will be called to testify 
t the inquest Monday. 


"One of these witnesses, L. E. Rei- 


lows, an Indianapolis attorney, is the 
man at whom Anderson fired two 
slots when the lawyer stopped his 


nutomobile a few yards behind the - 


slayer’s car and started to step from 
the machine to investigate the shoot- 


ing. 
Wolfe Still in Jail. 


Wolfe is still being held, awaiting 
the results of the coroner’s investiga 
tion. His attorney, John O'Neil, 
stated he would not make a statement 
until tomorrow. 

To date, O'Neil, said he .jhad suc- 
ceeded in establishing a perfect alibi 
for the man who is accused of beinyv 
a member of the murderers’ party. 
The lawyer declared his client talked 
to a prominent Muncie man just 15 
niinutes before the slaying occurred. 

O'Neil pointed out that it would 
have been almost impossible for Wolfe 
to have reached the scene of the shoot- 
ing in that length of time. 

In the face of this statement is the 
identification of Wolfe by at least 
two prominent Yorktown men. These 
men declare that Wolfe was seen in 
that city just 15 minutes before the 
shooting occurred. It is less than six 
miles from Yorktown te the spot 
where the murder occurred.

TRIAL OF RAWLINGS 


Banker To Face Jury on 
Murder Charge in Con- 
nection With Death of 
G. A. Tarbutton. 


Wrightsville,.Ga., August 16.—The 
ease of C. G. Rawlings, charged with 
the murder of G. A. Tarbutton on 
Februray 17, will be called in Johnson 
superior court at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. Lawyers indjcated tonight 
that they are ready to proceed with 
the trial, Judge Earl Camp, of the 
Dublin circuit, will preside. 

Six panels of jurymen have been 
drawn for the trial and witnesses have 
been summoned for both sides. It is 


j anticipated that the trial will take up 


most of the week. | 
Rawlings and T'arbutton were busi- 
ness partners in big farming opera- 
tions in Johnson and Washington 
counties and also had many other en- 
terprises. On the date of the killing 
they were ostensibly on a trip on the 
outskirts of this county, prospecting 
for bauxite. With them were J. J. 
Tanner, overseer, and’‘a negro. 
Passing down a ravine, Tarbutton 
who was leading the way, was shot and 


killed, the shot being from a gun car- 
ried by Tanner, who was immediately 
behind him. Tanner contended that it 
was an accident. Tanner was convict- 
ed, however, and is now under life 
scntence, though his case has een 
carried up fo the supreme court of 
Georgia. 

Rawlings insisted upon being tried 
separately; then he sought a ehange 
of venue. The latter being denied. 

The state contended at the trial of 
Tanner that ‘Tarbutton was killed 
through a conspiracy to collect large 
sums of money in insurance upon Tar- 
button’s life. Much of this insurance 
was made payable to Rawlings. The

Rawlings was for years prominent 
in business and agricultural affairs of 
Washington county. He was at one 
time a banker. 

Since the slaying of Tarbutton and 
since the arrest of Rawlings and Tan- 
ner, civil actions have been instituted 
in the courts, resulting in a receiver- 
ship for all of Rawling’s properties.

Chief interest here centers in the 
tariff on automobiles, principally he- 
eause the American industry is in a 
slump at this time. Production of 
automobiles has fallen off recently, 
figures of the department of com- 
merce show. Removal of a potential 
foreign market in Germany is thus 
significant. 

Germany has built up a tariff wall 
against automobiles in order to de 
velop an industry of her own. She 
is paying particular attention to 
small, cheap cars, following the cue 
set by Henry Ford in this country. 

Under the new tariff, the duty on a 
Ford automobile will be about $500 
as much again as the cost of a tour- 
ing car abroad, which will make sale 
in Germany prohibitéve. Other cars 
are hit proportionately. There has 
been a duty before on foreign auto- 
mobiles, but nothing like this. 

For the last few months, represent- 
atives of the Germany automobile in- 
dustry have been in this county in- 
vestigating manufacturing methods 
with their usual careful study and 
they have secured much valuable in- 
formation. 

Stinnes Visits. United States. 

Edmund Stinnes, son of the late in- 
dustrial magnate, Hugo Stinnes, was 
one of those who come here. Stinnes 
is owner of the Aga plant, which he 
received in the dispositon of the 
estate of his father, and his difficul- 
ties with bankers have recently come 
to public attention. 

Production at the Aga plant is con- 
fined to small-type automobiles, .sim- 
ilar to the Ford. They are finding a 
good market in Germany. The present 
output of the plant is 500 cars a 
month, which Stinnes plans to in- 
crease under American methods, 

This industry is a type of those the 
Germans hope to develop behind the 
protection of the tariff wall. Reports 
from Germany indicate that the people 
are determined to come back industri- 
ally, and before long they may again 
'hold the positon in world trade they 
| once occupied. eee 
The United States has one aid in 
ithe face of German high tariffs in 
the commercial treaty recently rati- 
fied, the ‘‘most-favored nation” clause. 
This means that if Germany lowers 
her tariffs in any respects that the 
United States will be included in those 
countries which receive benefits. For 
instance, the raisin industry in this 
country would benefit by a treaty 
which is expected to be concluded be- 
tween Germany and Spain in the next 
few months.

Washington, August 16.—Again 
scoring recent wage reductions in New 
England textile mills, William Green, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, has announced that his or- 
ganization will retaliate by campaign- 
ing in the next congress against the 
high protective tariff which the tex- 
tile industry now enjoys. 

Green gave notice of tnis reprisal 
in a letter to M. G. Pierce, president 
of the American Woolen company, 
made public here Sunday 

“It is the purpose of the president 

of the American Federatiun of Labor,” 
he said, “to bring these facts to the 
attention of congress and to insist. in 
the name of the working pedple of 
America that the textile manufac- 
turers who have inaugurated and 
carried out a policy of wage reduc- 
tions, shall be deprived of special 
privileges and special benefits which 
they Rdve enjoyed from th's tariff pro- 
tection.” 
_ Green said that the “iatest reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent imposed in the 
Willimantic district is regarded as one 
of the most uncalled for and inde- 
fensible reduttions in weget ever of- 
fered or demanded by employers of 
labor.

Washington, August 16.—Whole- 
sale prices reached their highest level 
in July since February, 1921, showing 
a gain of 1.6 per cent over June, the 
labor department reports in a survey. 


Farm products showed the largest 
increases over prices in the preceding 
month, due to advances in cattle, hogs, 
sheep, cotton, eggs, hay, hides, milk, 
potatoes and wool. Prices of corn. 
oats, rye. wheat, poultry, flaxseed and 
onions, on the other hand, averaged 
lower than in June. 

In the food group there were in- 
creases for meats, butter, lard, oleo 
and cottonseed oil and oranges, which 
more than offset decreases for coffee, 
flour, cornmeal, sugar, bananas and 
lemons resulting in a small net in- 
erease for the group. 

In the group of miscellaneous com- 
modities continued advances in rubber 
prices brought the index number for 
duly to a point 4 per cent higher 
than in June. In the remaining 
groups prices showed little variation 
from those of the previous month the 
tendency being upward for clothes and 
clothing, metals and chemicals and 
drugs and downward for fuels, build- 
ing materials and housefurnishing 
goods. 

Of the 404 commodities or prices 
_series for which comparable informa- 
tion for June and July was collected, 
increases were shown in 182 instances 
and decreases in 97 instances. In 175 
instances no change was reported. 


PRODUCTION OF COAL 
STILL ON INCREASE 


Washington, August 1 —(#)—Bi- 
tuminous coal production during last 
full week reported by th+ bureau of 
mines, which ended August 8, amonnt- 
ed to 9,057,000 tons, compared with 
9.456,000 tons during the preceding 
week, and 8,036,000 during the same 
week of 1924. 

The steady increases in production 
during the last two months have not 
brought the output to a figure higher 
than any since February 7, the bureau 
disclosed today, while the output is 
shown to be growing in preliminary 
returns from car loadings during the 
week of August 15. 

Anthracite production for the week 
ending August 8 was 2,068,000 tons, 
24.3 per cent more than the produc- 
tion for the same week last year, but 
a trifle less than the figure for the 
preceding week. During recent weeks 
the anthracite fields have shown a 
steady production of more than 2,- 
09,000 tons.

In only one way may a legislative 
filibuster be justified. And that is in 
temporarily delaying action until ab- 
sentees may be rallied to the chamber 
in order that a measure may be 
brought to a fair and untrammeled 
vote. 

When it is instituted for the single 
purpose of defeating a majority or 
constitutional vote it is q serious blow 
at our democratic institutions. 

When it is instituted as an ob- 
struction against other pending leg- 
islation it is wholly unfair. 

When it is used yiciously as a 
minority weapon it is destructive to 
system and orderly government and 
takes its place along with star cham- 
ber manipulations and secret cabals. 

When it is employed as a punitive 
wenpon it assumes the mob spirit that 
defies constituted authority. 

Without discussing the merits of 
any bills prepared by the children’s 
code commission, if the senator who 
conducted the filibuster Friday had 
any motive other than to see that the 
bill pending should be submitted to a 
fair constitutional vote of the senate, 
then his action not only cannot be 
justified, but was a deliberate at- 
tempt, by an unfair process, to block 
the constituted functions of that 
branch of the assembly.

They not only undermine orderly 
procedure but they encourage ex- 
travagance and invite wastefulness— 
by example. 

Legislators who indulge in them 
forget—or do they forget?—that they 
are only servants of the people in a 
pecple’s government—

When we strike at majority rule 
we strike at popular government. 

When the filibuster is used as an 
instrument to abet the purposes of a 
poison squad, or of obstructionists, 
or of “hellbenters,” or of any other 
group that gnaws at the fundamen- 
tals of a democracy, it deserves the 
severest condemnation of all the 
people. 

The 1925 Georgia assembly is in 
its final hours. It has on the whole 
made a hard-working, earnest and 
constructive record, so far. 

Many good measures have been 
passed. 

A majority of the members of both 
houses are earnestly seeking fair and 
unobstructed votes on the several ma 
jor measures that are pending. 

That the post legislative appraise- 
ment of the werk of this session, 
however, will be based upom its ree- 
ord during the ensuing six days must 
be obvious to anyone.

Waste! 

The usual filibuster is a flagrant 
waste of time, money, talents, oppor- 
tunities. 

It costs the taxpayers of Georgia 
a great deal of money to pay the 
expenses of a 60-day session of the 
general assembly. 

We are in dire distress in Georgia 
to meet the budgets, Every dollar 
counts. Therefore every hour of the 
session counts. 

At this hour particularly, in order 
te prevent a destructive—and maybe 
inexcusable—jam we need to con- 
serve every minute—and to make 
évery minute count. 

Waste in governmental affairs is 
not unlike waste in business affairs. 
Trade ethics is a twin of legislative 
ethics. 

There is a problem in waste which 
revolves in the field of trade ethics. 
Unfair competition of course is waste 
as it imposes wasteful processes and 
wasteful and fraudulent practices on 


other members of the trade and the 
publie. It is prohibited by law. 

In the field of business ethics we 
have seen a great advance in the last 


two decades and chiefly due to the 
effort of the better trade associations. 
This brings up an interesting ques- 
tion as to the use which might be 
made of trade opinion and determi- 
nation of what is unfair competition. 

Our English common law was a 
crystallization into law of trade prac- 
tices which anteceded it many centu- 
ries but with their crystallization into 
law, and with the development of the 
industrial erqg with its multitude of 
new methods of violating the- Ten 
Commandments, trade opinion and 
custom effecting probity and fairness 
has had but little representation in 
the formulation of rules. 

It would seem worth considering 
that the voices of the large majority 
of a given trade might be given weight 
in the determination of what is unfair. 
Tt might lead to a degree of. self- 
government of industrial and trade 
morals which would free us from 
much “regulation.” 

These concluding observations of 
course constitute an excursion into 
economics, but I do not believe it will 
be difficult to understand the tl®ught 
as to wastefulness that I seek to 
convey.

All fools’ day, remember? I told 
here about chronic carbon monoxid! 
gas poisoning and in my _ sarcastic 
way suggested that this condition, 
which seems to be on the inerease 
nowadays, is commonly assumed to be 
anemia, rundown conditicn. overwork, 
nervous exhaustion and sl! that sort 
of thing. 

Fatal carbon monoxid poisoning 
engine running in a small elosed ga- 
rage happens not infrequently and 
every such’ case is tragic evidence of. 
the truth of my conviction that there 
is something radically wrong with the 
present system of popular education. 
If further testimony is needed, set 
down the everlasting shame of an oc- 
easional. drowning fatality which is 
not prevented because the bystander 
doesn't know how to resuscitate—these 
trifles are not taught in our schools. 

Probably it seems alittle  far- 
fetched, especially to the highbrow in- 
tellect, te attempt to hold faulty edu- 
cation in a shallow one; he harbors 
a smug little notion that it is really 
possible to have a’ sound mind in an 
unsound body, and on that theory he 
openly opposes or at best assumes a 
passive attitude toward all efforts to 
bring popular education up to date. 
That’s what makes. me tired. But 
maybe your tired feeling is cansed by 
some other poison, and I would com- 


eecult carbon monoxid gas poisoning. 
I’ll go to the extreme of offering you 
some symptoms of occult chronie co- 
poisoning to try on, but in the same 


fool a doctor with these symptoms, for 
he has a test or two which wil quickly 
detect counterfeits. 

Persons much exposed to the air of 
city streets, tunnels or. «ther places 
where automobile traffic is heavy are 
liable to suffer chronic co-poisoning. 
When we consider that it requires no 
more than one part of carbon monoxid 
gas in 200eparts of air to produce 


chance of slight chronic poisoning in 
the congested traffic does not seem 
so remote. 

Of course there are many other 
sources of carbon:monoxid gas pois- 
oning. Illuminating gas contains a 
large amount of carbou monoxid. 
Any fuel burning with a restricted 
supply of air or with dampegg closed 
may produce enough carbon monoxid 
to cause poisoning. Any form of heat- 


heat, must have proper connection 
with the flue to carry off the products 
of cqmbustion which are unsuitable 
or dangerous to breathe. and this is re- 
gardless of the question of odors—for 
the most fatal product of combustion, 
corbon monoxid, is both colorless and 
odorless.

Congressman Upshaw 


Declaring that all efforts of the an- 
ti-prohibition forces were futile and 


hopeless, Congressman W. D. Upshaw, }- 


delivering the principal address Sun- 
day night at the patriotic rally: of 
the Buckhead Baptist church, confined 
the major portion of his remarks to 
the eighteenth amendment and the 
possibilty of its being revoked. 

In his address he emphatically de- 
nied that public sentiment was swing- 
ing to a desire for repeal or modifi- 
eation of the prohibition amendment, 
citing the failure of efforts of liquor 
leaders at both democratic and repub- 
lican conventions.. President Coolidge 
and John W. Davis, democratic nom- 
inee, both refused “to comfort the 
wets,” he declared. 

“Why in the name of constitutional 
loyalty, sobriety, decency and good 
politics do not our political leaders in 
both parties quit flirting with the out- 
Jawed spirit of John Barleycorn— 
knowing that if the ‘dry’ manhood of 
America was able to smash the devil- 
ish thing before the women were,made 
citizens, now with so many Millions 
of women citizens emancipated, the 
eighteenth amendment will be in the 
constitution from now till the Judge- 
ment Day?” he demanded. 

He sugested a giant political merg- 
er in which liquor members of both 
parties should join hands tognommate 
Nicholas Murray Butler for§president 
and Clarence Darrow for vite presi- 
dent. “And with that as a clear-cut 
issue,” he continued, “sober republic- 
ans and sober democrats will smash 
every jug and break every bottle from 
brilliant and blase Boston to gay and 
Godless Gotham, from beery and boozy 
Zaltimore to fair and foolish Frisco!” 

In conclusion, Mr. Upshaw appeal- 
ed for a return to the family altar in 
the old-fashioned Christian home as 
the step to “the reverent, vital Chris- 
tian citizenship that will save Ameri- 
ca, and help America to-save this rest- 
less world.”
